to three time# dally* It la hoped that this enlarged schedule will increase 
the chances of the station being heard within Albmvla despite the adverse 
atmospheric conditions which pervade that area during the winter months* The 
BGFIKHD psychological warfare officer has reported that he travelled to northern 
Greece with a portable radio in an effort to date mine the quality of the VFA 
signal* He reported that the quality of tho signal in that area coupled with 
tho bad atmospheric conditions confirmed tho fact that reception In the target 
area is uncertain* Although there have been reports of laming* the p/k officer
